L.OUISVTLL,E, Ky.. May 27— The Audley 
Farm Stable’s Princess Doreen, a candidate 
for the Kentucky Oaks, which has its de- 
cision next Saturday, was returned the win- 
ner of the Modesty Purse at seven -eighths, 
serving as a preliminary for the Oaks. She 
Won in easy fashion from some liighly re- 
garded three-year-old fillies that included 
Beautiful Agnes and Befuddle, with three 
others following distantly. 

There was doubt as to Princess Doreen’s 
ability to race well in the muddy going, re- 
sulting in Beautiful Agnes and Befuddle hav- 
ing the call over her. 

She upset calculations by racing promptly 
into a good lead soon after the start and 
holding sway for the entire race, to win 
easing up. Beautiful Agnes made a gallant 
effort to overhaul her in the stretch but 
near the end she began tiring and it re- 
quired hard riding for her to stay in front of 
Befuddle. 

The latter did not race as if favored by 
the going and failed to display the brilliant 
speed she is known to possess. She came 
wide into the stretch which cost her some 
ground. 

MUD SEDUCES FIELDS. 

• A respite of twenty-four hours seems to 
be the longest that these parts can enjoy I 
from rain and the storm of last night brought I 
about changed track conditions in favor of 
outstanding mud runners. The fields were ’ 
consequently reduced to a minimum, the | 
originai fourth race, which was intended as 
a feature, being called off on account of the 
heavy withdrawals and a new race substi- 
tuted to complete the seven-race program.

Gifford A. Cochran’s False Face added 
another purs© to that gentleman’s account, 
but his backers experienced a sinking sen- 
sation right at the end when Ocean Current 
challenged stubbornly, but failed by a mat- 
ter of inches, although he headed False Face 
when one stride beyond the finish. False 
Face began well, but when approaching the 
first turn Hum took him back to avoid being 
forced back by Seth’s Treasure. He passed 
the latter with a rush before reaching the 
stretch and took what appeared a decisive 
lead, but Ocean Current, coming steadily, 
forced Hum to ride his hardest to last long 
enough to get the verdict. Thundergod, 
after making a poor beginning, came fast in | 
the stretch and outstayed the tiring Seth’s j 
Treasure. 

CHINK COLORS SUCCESSFUL. 

P. T. Chinn’s colors were successful for 
the first time during the meeting when 
, Poland galloped away with the purse in the 
opening race for which he was a pronounced 
favorite. Parke took him to the front im- 
mediately after the start and won all the 
way with ease. Mexican Tea was close up 
for the entire race and finished in second 
place with Dunlo heading the others for 
third money. Lady Marian was prominent 
in the early running but faded away in the 
stretch. 

The two-year-olds starting in the second 
race furnished a rattling finish, with Ivory 
managing to beat Donna Santa home by a 
nose, with Buttress only inches back of the 
pair and slightly in advance of Fair Vision, 
with Mi.ss Emmert also close up. The winner 
was in doubt until the very end, for the five 
contenders were fighting it out strenuously 
throughout the last sixteenth. Ivory was the 
favored one and her victory was popular. 

•lefferson Livingston added anotlier purse 
to his account when his Newmarket won the 
third race. The horse raced in improved form 
over his previous start. The muddy going 
might have been more to his liking than the 
fast track of his preceding race. He was 
energetically ridden this afternoon and raced 
into the lead in the first quarter. Thereafter 
I’ool wa_s kept busy, particularly in the 
last eighth, to the task of keeping him going 
and maintaining a lead over the fast-coming 
P'ancy Free. The latter began slowly but 
gained steadily in the stretch racing. Sea 
t’ourt was best of the others and finished in 
third place. 

After many trial.s Napoo succeeded in 
getting home in advance to land his first 
purse of the meeting. He was in with five 
others in the substitute race, a miie dash, 
and won after leading for the entire way. 
Sand* of Pleasure, under a hard drive, out- 
stayed Macbeth for second place.

TORONTO, Ont, May 27. — Qood racing 
was the rule at Thorncliffe Park this after- 
noon. In spite of the ordinary racing pro- 
gram, most of the races resulted in close 
finishes after exciting struggles between the 
stretch contenders. In several instances 
there might have been reversals of the plac- 
ing had better riding skill been displayed. 
The crowd was exceptionally large for a 
Tuesday. . . • 

The most interest was centered in the 
third race, which was for Canadian-foaled 
three-year-olds and over. This was a dash 
at five and a half-furlongs and jockey J. 
Wallace scored his second win of the after- 
noon when he piloted the Cedar Crest Farm’s 
Caledon to an easy victory over Puff Ball 
and Speedy Girl. 

The winner dominated the running from 
the start and after drawing away into an 
easy lead saved ground on the turn and won 
by two and a half lengths. Speedy Girl 
began slowly, but moved up rapidly on the 
outside of the leaders, but when Stirling 
attempted to come through on the inside he 
was forced to take her up. While rounding 
the stretch turn Speedy Girl closed up again, 
but her early exhaustive efforts told on her 
and she tired in the final eighth. 

LONG PRICED WINNER. 

Long shot backers were in their glory when 
Wrack Ray, paying the handsome dividend 
of $81.03 for each $2 mutuel ticket, galloped 
home an easy winner of the sixth race, at 
one mile and a sixteenth. Trajanus finished 
second and third money fell to Van Patrick. 
The winner took the lead shortly after the 
start and won all the way, leading Trajanus 
home by a lengrth and a half. 

Wallace scored his fourth victory of the 
afternoon when he guided the Hamilton 
Stable’s Hickory home first in the last of 
the day’s races. Hickory won going away 
by three-quarters of a length, while High 
Gear just lasted to outstay the fast-coming 
Scraps for second place. 

Jockey J. Wallace won the riding honors 
of the day, having feur winners to his credit. 
His skillful riding of his several mounts was 
commended by the officials and was an out- 
standing feature of the day.

The second race introduced a newcomer 
to the turf in E. J. Holland, a wealthy At- 
lantic City contractor, who is in quest of a 
racing stable with Ivory, a recently ac- 
quired one, forming the nucleus of it. 

Betty Beal and Brilliant Cast were shipped 
to Idle Hour Farm yesterday to be turned 
out for the racing season. Betty Beal is in- 
tended for breeding purposes and has prob- 
ably terminated her racing career. 

Stake books for the Latonia meeting were 
distributed among the horsemen Tuesday. In 
addition to the entries to the nine valuable 
stakes to be run during the course of the 
twenty-nine days’ meeting, the book contains 
the conditions of the first eight days’ races. 



TWO NOTABLE STAKES TO 

BE BUN AT THE DOWNS 



OTTAWA, Ont., May 27. — Forest Lore, 
running in the colors of R. T. Wilson, won 
the Queen City Purse at the Conaught Park 
opening this afternoon, beating Great Luck 
by a neck at the end of its mile and seventy 
yards. Rama finished third in a field of six. 
Malapert, Lucky Antoine and Delusive were 
the fourth, fifth and sixth horses at the end 
of the feature of the inaugural day. 

Spencer Bullman rode the winner well. He 
had the best horse under him and seemed to 
sense it. • For nearly three-quarters of a 
mile he restrained the Campfire colt in third 
place and then as Lucky Antoine, the pace- 
maker, began to come back, moved up in 
pursuit of Great Luck. In the final sixteenth 
he challenged the latter and wore her down 
in a bitterly contested drive. Rama lacked 
his usual early speed but saved ground when 
he decided to run and finished well. 

The race was run over a fast track, al- 
though it sprinkled rain at intervals through 
the afternoon. Because of threatening 
weather a small crowd was out for the open- 
ing. 

P. Gorman’s Sure to Win, a winner at 
Woodbine Park In his only start there, 
started in a field of useful two-year-olds in 
the initial race and outfinished R. _T. Wilson’s 
Clear View, to win by a head at the end 
of five-eighths. Mary Dear finished third. 
P. Walls rode the winner. 

The Seagram Stable’s Isoletta triumphed by 
two lengths over a band of Canadian-breds 
in the second race, a mile and seventy yards 
dash. Wilson had the filly in front through- 
out, but had to ride her out to win by two 
lengths. Flaming Wire outgamed El Jesmar 
in a drive for second money. 

LION D’OR DISAPPOINTS. 

Lion d’Or was a disappointment in the third 
race on the card, a three-quarters sprint. 
Apparently in with horses much below his 
class, he could do no better than finish third 
to Round Robin and Wrackhom. Lee rode the 
winner. He saved his mount close up to the 
pacemaker, moved up with him when nearing 
the stretch and kept him going to win by a 
half length. Lion d’Or set the early pace 
under restraint, but gave way when called 
on for a hard drive.

SOCRATES IN FRONT

Takes Belmont Park Feature Race 
in Gallant Fashion. 



Serenader Shows Great Speed in 
Defeating Prince of Umbria 
and Frigate. 






NEW YORK, N. Y., May 27.— William Dan- 
iel’s Socrates and Master Billy were first and 
second in the stake race feature at Belmont 
Park today. It was the Bouquet Selling 
Stakes over five-eights of the course and 
was worth $4,375 to the winner. Third was 
the portion of James Butler’s White Wash. 

It was another dreary day at the big Nas- 
sau County track and the weather more 
resembled March than May. This had its 
effect on the attendance, though there was 
a goodly crowd out for the sport. 

In addition to the Boquet Stakes there 
was a high-weight handicap for sprinters 
that brought about one of the best finishes 
of the meeting when the Greentree Stable’s 
Skyscraper just nosed Noon Fire out. Then 
there was a claiming steeplechase in which 
Vox Populi II., after making most of the 
pace, was the winner from Peccant. 

Decree beat the others away in the 
Boquet Stakes while White Wash bolted out 
sharply to the outside and Burke was busily 
engaged for most of the race in endeavoring 
to keep him straight. Socrates and Master 
Billy both left the post running fast, while 
Arno, the Whitney starter, would not extend 
himself and was quickly outrun. It was not 
long before Socrates found his way into the 
lead and at the stand Master Billy, his 
stablemate, was following him, with White 
Wash on the outside outfooting the others. 
There was no change in these positions to the 
end where Socrates was an easy winner and 
Master Billy had no trouble in saving second 
place from White Wash. 

SEBENADEB WINS. 

John Sanford’s Serenader, after having 
been away from the races almost two years, 
came back a good horse when he won the 
Mineola Purse from Prince of Umbria, Fri- 
gate, Ten Minutes, Pricemaker and other 
good ones. He raced his mile In 1:37% and 
it was one of the real good performances of 
the afternoon. Little time was lost at the 
barrier and in the first sixteenth of a mile 
Serenader rushed into the lead and set a 
tennffic pace under restraint. On the turn 
out of the backstretch Pricemaker ran up 
to him and the pair were well lapped almost 
to the stretch turn, where Serenader parted 
company with the Belmont colt, but at the 
same time Prince of Umbria stole up on the 
inside and for a time threatened seriously 
but Serenader had speed in plenty left and 
was still going fast at the end. 

Serenader was cut out for a good horse, but 
his retirement was brought about by his hav- 
ing bled in races. Hollie Hughes has brought 
him back a good racer and if he is cured 
of his affliction he may be expected to go on 
to greater things. 

The Harry Payne Whitney Stable ac- 
counted for the running of the final race of 
the afternoon, which was at four and a half 
furlongs, straightaway, and finished one, 
two, with Reminder leading Arcady by a 
narrow margin, while the Riviera Stable’s 
Fast Mail was third. The latter was prob- 
ably best and met with severe interference 
from Reminder when the latter swerved back 
and forth across the track. Turner, how- 
ever, did not lodge a complaint of fouL 

A CLOSE FINISH. 

There was a smashing finish in the high- 
weight handicap over the three-quarters 
distance when the Greentree Stable’s Sky- 
scraper nosed out James Butler’s Noon Fire, 
while Indian Trail, the top weight of the field, 
was a distant third. 

The start was a good one and almost at 
once it resolved into a two-horse race when 
Skyscraper rushed to the front and was 
closely attended by Noon Fire. The pair set 
a sizzling pace and quickly drew out from 
the others. 

The leaders swung into the stretch closely 
locked and Skyscraper was hanging on to his 
lead with great gameness, though Nocn 
Fire seemed to be gradually wearing him 
down. An eighth out Noon Fire was just 
showing his nose in front of Skyscrapep, but 
when the Greentree gelding clung to Kim 
resolutely Burke made the fatal mistake ef 
going for his whip on Noon I’ire. As ho 
swung his whip he dropped his mount's head 
slightly and Skyscraper again showed in 
front and from there to the end he held an 
advantage that was only a matter of inches. 

Indian Trail always held the others safe, 
but was beaten five lengths for third place 
and Wampee was fourth. 

It was a good band of platers that came 
together in the opening mile dash and Master 
Hand, from the stable of P. H. Sims, proved 
an easy winner from David Hamm, with 
Belphrizonia third. Cano, after being badly 
outpaced In the early running, closed an im- 
mense gap to finish fourth.

Here and There 
on the Turf 

Suburban Weights. 
Hawthorne Books Issued. 
Colonel William Hendrie. 
BuUseye’s Victory. 



Weights ire out for the Suburban Handicap, 
Tiihich ia to be decided at Belmont Park Sat- 
urday. Thin famous old fixture, which had 
its first decirion in 1884, will always remain 
one of the big features of a racing season and 
there are few American races contiuning so 
many names of turf heroes as are found in 
the roster of its winners. 

Whidc Broom H., the best son of Broom- 
stick, holds the distinction of carrying the 
greatest burden to victory when he was the 
winner of the 1913 race, when he was a six- 
year-old, under 139 poxmds. In that same 
race the record for the mile and a quarter of 
2:00 was hung ouL Here always has been a 
question about this record, but it was accepted 
and it stands as the official time for the race. 

He next highest weight for any winner was 
in the race of last year, when Grey Lag, the 
magnificent son of Star Shoot and Miss Minnie, 
by Meddler, carried 135 pounds to victory over 
Snob n. and Exodus. 

For the renewal this year Grey Lag is agmn 
at the top of the list with 130 pounds as his 
impost and that post of honor is shared by 
another Rancocas Stable colt. Ibis is Zev, at 
the same notch. Grey Lag has been retired 
after his long jrears of brilliant racing, so 
that it leaves Zev at the top of the list. My 
Own and Mad Hatter are together at 125 
pounds and then comes Wilderness and Bud 
Lemer with 122 pounds each, and Ehichant- 
ment and Chacolet each with 120 pounds. 

Thus it will be seen that of the ^ horses 
that are handicapped at weights in excess of 
120 pounds, four are from the Rancocas stable. 

Among the three-year-olds Sarazen, Lamano, 
winner of the Metropolitan Handicap, and Wise 
Counsellor are each under 108 pounds and at 
that weight they concede a pound to both 
Bracadals and Transmute and two pounds to 
Mad Play, Ordinance, Stanwix and Beau But- 
ler. 

Sarazen and Ordinance are two that cannot 
be brought to the post for the race. Beau 
Butler is at Churchill Downs and Wise Coun- 
sellor does not seem to be up to such a contest. 
I.>aurano proved in the Metropolitan Handicap 
that he is a rardy useful three-year-old under 
light weight, at least, and it is probable that 
he will be the top weight in that diviaon at 
post time. 

Earlier in the year many would have ques- 
tioned the ability of Bracadale to concede 
weight to his stablemate Mad Play, but taking 
a line through the Kentucky Derby alone he 
is at least a two pounds better colt. But Mad 
Play did not run his race in the Kentucky 
Derby and it is more than likely that he will 
be the Hildreth dependence for the Suburban 
Handicap.

Track Stables Crowded. Officials, 



A Fighting Finish at English Meeting 



Owners and Jockeys Arriving. 
Racing Prospects Bright. 



OMAHA, Neb., May 27. — Having firmly en- 
trenched itself on the racing map, beautiful 
Ak-Sar-Ben field, which will inaugurate its 
spring meeting next Saturday to continue 
for a period of twenty-two racing da 3 s, will 
be patronized by a better class of owners, 
and consequently the grade of thoroughbreds 
that will participate in the si>ort will be a 
vast improvement over former seasons. 

At the present time, to use the vernacular 
of the footlights, the “standing room only” 
sign has been hung out, as regards stabling 
accommodations. Over 700 horses are now 
housed at the local course, and what few 
empty stalls are left have been reserved for 
' the late comers that are shipping from 
■ Churchill Downs and Maple Heists. With 
the Williams Brothers’ string having arrived 
} from Kentucky, it leaves B. J. Brannon, P. J. 
, Clausen, S. T. Baxter, Padget and Dougherty, 
I lYozen North Stable and Jones & Phillips 
yet to come from the other side of the Mis- 
! Bouri River. Jones & Phillips are bringing 
i a useful stable, consisting of the following 
; named horses; Sir Lawnfall, Belgian Queen, 
: Dee Hnfield, Dou Pope, Foul Weather and 
Hardman. 

C. B. Irwin will race the most pretentious 
aggregation of thoroughbreds here, his string 
numbering eighteen head, of which his 
veteran campaigner, Abadane, and his handi- 
' cap horse. All Over, are the stars. Others 
I that will represent him are Caveat Emptor, 
‘ Tubby A., Edmon, Sequan, Chiva, The Fal- 
coner, Rundark, Tooters, Queen Catherine, 
Runolathe. Sea Mint, Demon Seth, Runpre- 
i serve, Helen Cook, Karonga and Woodie 
i Montgomery. The Irwin stock, especially All 
I Over and Abadane, seem to have benefited 
j by their rest after their hard campaig^n at 
( Tijuana last winter, and bear the appearance 
of being rejuvenated runners. 

Another stable, which promises to play an 
important part in the decision of the stakes 
and purses provided by the Ak-Sar-Ben man- 
I agement, is that owned by CoL R. D Baker 
{ of Kentucky. In The Araucanian, a son of 
I Dodge and Hoop Skirt, Colonel Baker has a 
horse of high class and distinction. At 
Tijuana last winter The Araucanian won six 
' races out of his last eight starts, and 
polished off his Mexican engagements by en- 
gaging Dittle Chief in a terrific battle while 
racing over a distance of a mile and a six- 
teenth, in which the former Rancocas Stable 
star just managed to take his measure by the 
narrowest of margins. The Araucanian is a 
; horse of extreme speed, and according to 
, Colonel Baker, the Kentuckian holds it no 
secret that he has never trained a horse as 
fast as this stalwart son of Dodge. The 
' others of the Baker string comprise Quince 
Garden, Keegan, Treasurer, Fair Orient, 
Power, Rondelle, May Bruen, Judge Pryor, 
lAvinia and Dawrence Manning. Owing to 
the fact that Nebraska has placed an em- 
bargo on live stock coming from California, 
on account of the danger of the foot and 
mouth disease spreading. Baker, who raced 
Cherokee I.,ee, Jack Bauer, Victoire and Pif 
Jr. at Tanforan, was forced to leave them in 
the poppy state, although he wanted to add 
them to his string here. The entire stable is 
to be raced at Chicago later on. 

With the betless meeting at Tanforan hav- 
ing come to a close, the Ak-Sar-Ben man- 
agement received word from that center that 
the majority of the best jockeys that rode 
recently in California are now en route to 
Omaha. These include F. Weiner, E. Fator, 
C. Thompson, F. Chiavetti, J. Gormley, A. 
Collins and the corking apprentice riders G. 
Abel and M. Frey. These pilots, added to 
the many good jockeys already here, will en- 
hance the riding situation, and there should 
be no dearth of capable relnsmen ready to 
accept mounts when the opening day is at 
hand. 

Ijate arrivals here are William Dondas, 
who has charge of the mutuel plant at Ak- 
Sar-Ben field, and Arthur McKnight, w^ho 
will do the starting here. W. H. Shelly, who 
will act as presiding Judge, and Dr. F. W. 
Ashe, his associate in the stand, are expected 
here Thursday. When these two noted rac- 
ing authorities have arrived, then the offi- 
cial family will be complete. 

Two horses succumbed to attacks of pneu- 
monia since coming here, they being S. Vail’s 
Wylie and William Weant’s Sea Way. 

'The veteran jockey Charles Gross has 
been engaged to ride for tlie Jones Stock 
Farm, of which Ben Jones of Parnell, Mo., 
and Nelson Updike, owner of the Omaha Bee, 
are the guiding spirits. In addition to the 
fine mare. Second Thoughts, they will have 
their latest acquisition.
